He was fou nd 
gu ilty of that charge at a second 
trial. 
At his first trial Kirkland was 
conv icted of mu rder by striking 
with the fist and the ju ry rec­ 
ommended 
life imprisonment. 
Ju dge G rant Cru mpacker grant­ 
ed a new trial on the grou nds 
there was insu fficient ev idence 
and at the second trial the two 
charges on which EStil indicated 
he might seek indictment were 
dropped.

.to draw u p a specific program for a world con ­ 
feren ce for in tern ation al peace throu gh re ­ 
ligion , to be held in 19 32. 
The m en an d women en gaged in th is task rep­ 
resen t all th e m ajor faith s of th e world, an d they 
believ e th a t on ly throu gh em phasis on th e teach ­ 
in gs of peace w ithin ev ery faith can a warless 
world be assu red. Religion m u st ou tlaw w ar, 
they state, for politics an d gov ern m en ts by th em ­ 
selv es can n ev er bu ild u p the pu blic attitu de th a t 
will m ake w ar impossible. The leaders in this 
m ov em en t for world peace throu gh religion are 
people of in tern ation al prom in en ce n ot on ly in 
the field of religion bu t in bu sin ess, a rt, an d pro­ 
fession al life. They in clu de Doctor A lbert E in ­ 
stein of G erm an y , Doctor R ab in dran ath Tagore 
of In dia, B aron S aketan i of Japan , th e Lord 
Bishop of Liv erpool, En glan d, an d Doctor S.

claimed for our nation. Another billion dollars 
worth of American chemicals annually enters in ­ 
to the foreign trade. These estim ated figures 
have the okeh of the League of Nations. Today 
the United States is by far the World’s greatest 
producer of chemicals, and the Department of 
Commerce at W ashington states that our im ­ 
ports total more than those of any other coun­ 
try . 
It is well known that Germany was the

chemical industry , notably dy es, before the war, 
but that nation lost a good deal of its suprem­ 
acy to America. According to the Commerce De­ 
partment industrial chem icals are sold largely 
to manufacturers for special uses in other pro­ 
ducts. It is these products that are advertised 
and not the raw materials which have been 
chemically treated by the chem ical industry .

Mr 
Thomas Hibben, a native of Irf- 
diana, now one of the outstand- 
ing architects in New York City 
was employed < to design 
the 


structural expressions. These two 
artists submitted their plans 
which were adopted and put in- 
to execution. Donald Johnston 
landscape architect for the de- 
partment of conservation, was 
employed to execute the Olm- 
stead plan, and McKim Cope- 
land, an experienced park super- 
intendent, was engaged as sup- 
erintendent of construction. 


"The purchase of that part of 


the original Thomas Lincoln 
farm upon which was located 
Lincoln City, presented a tre- 
mendous problem. Finally, ap- 
proximately thirty acres of this 
village was purchased. A res,- 
taurant, a garage and hotel, the 
school house, the church, eleven 
houses, seven barns, a score of 
sheds, shacks and out-houses 
were removed. In this connec- 
tion, it was necessary to buy two 
acres of ground .and build a 
school house for the town and 
likewise the church was financed 
for its -new building. In all 
thirty-two pieces of land total- 
ing 336 acres were acquired, 91 
acres of which extended west'of 
the memorial tract along the

City and Gentryville, and 130 
acres to the east protecting the 
memorial tract proper from any 
encroachments of commercial- 
ism and affording areas for the 
development of proper camp 
grounds and shelter accommo- 
dations."

in Switzerland which will no doubt go down in 
history and in the .annals of religion as an im- 
portant one. 


It was a meeting of a small group of practical 


•visionaries who came from all parts' of the world 
-to draw up a specific program for a world con- 
ference for international peace through re- 
ligion, to be held in 1932. 


The men and women engaged in this task rep- 


resent all the major faiths of the world, and they 
believe that only through emphasis on the teach- 
ings of peace within every faith can a warless 
world be assured. Religion must outlaw war, 
they state, for politics and governments by them- 
selves can never build up the public attitude that 
will make war impossible. The leaders in this 
movement for world peace through religion are 
people of international prominence not only in 
the field of religion but in business, art, and pro- 
fessional life. They include Doctor Albert Ein- 
stein of Germany, Doctor Rabindranath Tagore 
of India, Baron Saketani of Japan, the Lord 
Bishop of Liverpool, England, and Doctor S. 
Parkes Cadman. 


Thus around the counsel table was gathered 


representatives of the Christians and the Jews, 
the Mohammedans and the Hindus, the Confus- 
cianists, Jains, Sikhs and other faiths, to plan 
for a world conference such as has never been 
held in the history of religion.

The resignation of Monsignor 


Pizzardo, which was presented 
at the Pope's request, is taken in 
government circules as an Indi- 
cation that the Vatican is dis- 
posed to accede to the demand

"purification."

cent account of a purported se- 
oret meeting of Catholic Action 
printed in a newspaper which 
charged that he uttered anti- 
Fascist sentiments.

Athletes Foof Seen 
as National Malady 
at Medical Session 


Philadelphia, June 10—(AP)— 
Athlete's foot" stepped into the 
limelight at the American Medi- 


al Association annual meeting 
iere as a national malady re- 
uiring serious consideration. 
It was the first topic on to- 


day's clinical lecture program, 
under its scientific name, der- 
matophytosis. 
It used to be 


called ringworm although there 
are no worms involved. It is a 
fungus disease, caused by vege- 
table molds that grow in the 
skin. 


Interest in this parasite cen- 


ters in its ability to invade the 
best families, the 
swankiest 


places, to live in the finest cloth- 
ing, to pick the most high strung 
persons for its habitat, and to 
increase in spite of cleanliness. 


Athlete's foot has increased 


about 400 per cent since the 
World War. It is also called 
Hongkong foot, toe ringworm 
and barcoorot. It has spread 
over most of the civilized world 
and the orient. 


One of the medical associa- 


tion's scientific exhibits, open 
only to physicians, is devoted to 
all details of this parasite with 
a lengthy list of varying treat- 
ments. 
The exhibit Is under 


the direction of F. D. Weidman, 
M. D., of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, chairman of the sec- 


tion on dermatology, and an au- 
thority on dermatophytosis.
